At Heilbron, where tho food 
supplies ran out, groceries, meat and 
other supplies of food are beiug distrib­ 
uted among the inhabitants under the 
supervision of a relief committee.

tribution of oats for seed purposes to far­ 
mers actually in need of it.” 
Another dispatch from Roberts dated 
Pretoria, July J. roads: 
“General Hunter has reached Frank­ 
fort without opposition and MacDonald 
joined him there. 
Ho found two men 
of the Seaforths and 18 of the Derby 
m ilitia in the hospital. 
They had been 
well treated bv the Boers. 
Methuen re­ 
ports from Paardekral on the Heilbron- 
Kroousfad road that he captured the 
commander of DeW etspruit, two other 
prisoners and Adreis Weasels, tho head 
of the Afrikander bund.”
